Churchill, only son of the late 
Sir Winston Churchill, died ear­ 
ly today.

Randolph Churchill, who was 
engaged in writing a series of 
volumes about his father’s life 
—a task he had not completed— 
had been reported not well for 
some time. 
He was twice married but 
both marriages ended in di­ 
vorce. He leaves one daughter, 
Arabella, and a son, Winston.

Lady Spencer 
Churchill, is serving as a mem­ 
ber of the House of Lords, hav­ 
ing been created a baroness aft­ 
er the death of Sir Winston.

U.N. Tribute 


To Kennedy

The U.N.

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Rafferty Says 


Good Fighter 


Needed in D.C. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia's schoolmaster. Max Raf­ 
ferty, is an outspoken patriot, a 
believer in morality and — most 
of all — a fighter. 
“ The man we send to Wash­ 
ington must be a fighter, for 
fight he must,” said Rafferty, a 
waspish man who racked up a 
stunning upset of Sen. Thomas 
H. Kuchel in Tuesday's Califor­ 
nia Republican primary. 
“ He must believe in morali­ 
ty,” Rafferty said, “ in love of 
country, in support of the Con­ 
stitution and, above all, must 
have the ability to stand up and i 
fight for what is right.” 
But Rafferty is not only a 
stern moralist. He has a pretty j 
sharp wit. 
When he opened his campaign 
for Kuchel's Senate seat last 
February, he promised, “ I will 
not go to Vietnam.” 
Kuchel. assistant GOP Senate 
leader, had been there the year 
before. 
Rafferty, 
a 
51-year-old 
six 
footer, was elected state super­ 
intendent of public instruction in 
1962 after promising voters to 
return to basic reading, writing, 
• arithmetic 
and 
patriotism. 
Many of his plans were thwart­ 
ed by a Democratic-controlled 
slate Board of Education. 
But the former Mojave Desert 
schoolteacher was re-elected in 
1966 by two million votes, dou­ 
ble 
Republican 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan's winning margin. 
Rafferty's strength in Tues­ 
day's election in which he edged 
Kuchel by 71.000 votes, flowed 
from Los Angeles and Orange 
counties. 
“ I will never vote for higher j 
taxes in Washington,” he told i 
supporters. 
He promised to vote against1 
foreign aid that gives “ billions 
and billions of dollars overseas j 
to dictators who hate us.'' 
Rafferty criticized judges who 
“ coddle 
criminals” 
and 
de­ 
clared he couldn't have voted 
for any justice of the Supreme 
Court in the past generation. 
Rafferty contended that Ku- j 
ehel voted more with President j 
Johnson's administration than!

However, the new bill would 
force public announcement of all 
meetings of groups like the 
Shakespeare Festival if such 
groups r e c e i v e contributions 
from the county, Behr asserted. 
He said this would make govern 
ment unworkable. 
Supervisor John F. Mclnnis 
agrewi that AB 202 could make 
government unworkable and is 
unnecessary legislation. He add 
ed he has no reservations about 
having public business handled 
publicly. “I don’t think any of us 
would have conveyed to the 
public an impression that we are 
fostering or encouraging any 
secretiveness

Start Dieting As A Child, 


You Don't Outgrow Obesity

was a youngster. Prof. Charles 
B. 
Corbin 
of 
Texas 
A&M 
University believes. 
Dr. Corbin said studies of 
overweight among 1,200 grade 
schooi children showed percen­ 
tages of obesity among boys in 
grades 
one 
through 
seven 
ranged from six to 17 per cent. 
Girls showed generally higher 
percentages of obesity in those 
age groups. 
Similar studies in Canada and 
Great 
Britain 
showed 
those 
children had less fat, Corbin 
said. 
“ Our kids are less fit and 
more fat,” he said. 
By and large, athletic pro­ 
grams are geared to boys, he 


said, a fact that would explain 
the generally larger amount of 
fat among girls. 
The most damaging revelation 
of the study is that fat problems 
tend to stay with people. 
“ Our kids are getting fatter 
as they grow older.” Corbin 
said. 
“ Research 
shows 
fat 
people tend to get fatter. The 
majority of these kids are not 
going to trim down in their 
teen-age years. It is more proof 
against the baby-fat theory that 
says, ‘Don’t worry, he will grow 
out of it.’” 


The study has many implica­ 
tions. 
“ It may mean parents should 
shut off the television and see 
that 
their 
kids 
get 
more 
physical 
education 
earlier,” 
Corbin said.

ART REVIEW 
Vitality, Sense Of Newness Fill 


Leon Polk Smith's Paintings 


By LAURA DEYENDORF 


The Leon Polk Smith exhibit 
through July 7 at the San Fran­ 
cisco Museum of Art. is a must! 
His imposing hard-edge oil pain­ 
tings crowd you with a sense of 
newness, vitality and life that is 
rem arkable, especially in view 
of the artist’s Spartan theme 
Usually, 
this 
is 
a 
simple 
division of the canvas into only 
two. perhaps three areas. These 
are painted in a like amount of 
many-coated but unshaded col­

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Bui Not Taxes 


For Sausalito 


Sausalito can get by in 1968- 
69 with the same $1,315 tax rate 
it now has if it adopts the $1,- 
222,186 budget proposed by City 
Mgr. George M. Patterson. 
The figure is up $87,463 from 
this year’s expenditure of $1,- 
134,723, but Patterson reports 
that the budget can be funded 
from current revenues, surpluses 
from this year, and reserves ac­ 
cumulated for projects sched­ 
uled this fiscal year. 
The budget would include two 
new city employees, and pay 
raises of 5 to 10 per cent cost­ 
ing a total of $38,705. Most em­ 
ployees would get 7.5 per cent 
raises. 
The budget includes $250,869 
in capital improvements, $186,- 
000 of it for Bridgeway widening 
projects. 
The police budget is $263,392, 
compared to $228,334 this year. 
Fire department budget is $209.- 
467 compared to $185,800 this 
year. 
The ambulance budget, 


also run by the fire department, 
is $4,694 compared to $3,455 
this year. Civil defense is $450 
compared to $4,241 this year. 
In public works the total is 
$168,448 compared to $147,279 
this year. Included are $7,350 
for building regulation ($6,975 
this year), $31,638 for adminis­ 
tration and engineering ($30,- 
564), $2,000 for'street improve­ 
ments ($7,763), $72,217 for street 
and subdrain maintenance ($59,- 
803), $21,133 for street trees and 
parkways ($19,765), $11,000 for 
street department construction 
($1,900), and $23,110 for street 
lighting and traffic markings 
($20,509). 
The parks budget is $24,168 
compared to $21,795 this year. 
The recreation budget is $6,827 
compared to $8,929. 
The library budget is $43,376 
compared to $38,700 this year. 
Under 
general 
government, 
the total budget is $85,766 com­ 
pared to $82,845 this year. De­ 
partment figures are: $26,669 
for city manager ($25,166); $24,- 
057 for planning ($20,541); $3,- 
225 for city council ($3,500); $2,- 
280 for civil service ($2,100); 
$9,487 for finance ($8,726); $8,- 
436 for city clerk ($7,668); $1,- 
012 for city treasurer ($810), 
and $10,600 for city 
attorney 
($14,334.) 
The new employees would be 


a police patrolman and a pub­ 
lic works heavy equipment op­ 
erator. At a budget session last 
week, the city council tentative­ 
ly approved hiring another pat­ 
rolman and promotion of a po­ 
lice sergeant to lieutenant. 
Other major expenses in the 
budget include $51,232 for bonds 
and insurance 
payments 
and 
$60,992 for retirement and so­ 
cial security costs. 
The city council will take up 
public works and library budgets 
requests when it meets at 7:30 
p.m. today at city hall.

Mill Valley Budget Seems 
Sure To Show An Increase 


It is a little difficult to project 
what Mill Valley’s 1968-69 budget 
will be, but it is almost a cer­ 
tainty it will be higher than this 
year's SI.800.529 


If the city sticks to the 
present level of services and 
employees, according to the 
budget prepared by City Mgr. 
Bert A. Balmer, the city’s 
basic budget will rise $110,000 
merely to meet increases in 
costs. If the city council ap­ 
proved everything proposed b\ 
city department heads, 
the 
budget would total $2,276,746. 


The difficulty in making com­ 
parisons lies in the way Balmer 
presented the tentative budget 
this year. He divided it into a 
$1,351,000 operating budget: a 
$147,996 project progress budget, 
and a $777,750 capital projects 
budget. 


Starting from the operating 
budget, which would maintain 
present levels of service, here is 
how the budget compares with 
the current year's budget (ad­ 
ditional costs propased under the 
other budgets in parentheses):

A final budget of $452,776 for 
fiscal 1968-69 was adopted by the 
Novato Fire District board of 
directors last night. 
The budget calls for a tax rate 
of 53 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, a decrease of 10 cents 
from this year's rate of 63 cents. 
The current budget is $434,667. 
Fire Chief George Cavailero 
said the tax cut was made possi­ 
ble by an increase in assessed 
valuation of the district.

More than three years had 
passed since the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy when Bobby 
made the rem ark, musing on 
the uncertainties of life. 
By that time, he had become 
the best-known and one of the 
most controversial men in the 
U.S. Senate 
Unlike his broth­ 
ers, John and Edward, he had 
not waited long months before 
making his maiden speech on 
the Senate floor. Three weeks 
-alter he took his seat. Bobby 
was speaking out on economi- 
* cally depressed areas of 
his 
adopted state. New York. 
Thereafter, in quick succes­ 
sion. he delivered m ajor speech­ 
es on Latin America, poverty in 
America, the problems of the 
cities, and the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons. 
Newspaper headlines resem ­ 
bled the montage technique of a 
motion picture which telescopes 
into a few seconds on the screen 
the events of months or even 
years—“ Voters 
swing 
toward 
Kennedy” . . “ Kennedy inquiry 
leads to Justice Dept. Move.” 


I ...“ Kennedy denounces cuts in 
I aid” ... “ Kennedy chides John- 
i son on cities” ... “ Democrats 
look to RFK on choice for gov­ 
ernor” ... “ Bobby’s man wins in 
surrogate race" ...

Rich Talent Pool Set 


For Two Newcomers 


For $10 million entry fees into the National 
League, Montreal and San Diego get the privilege of 
picking expansion baseball teams from a pool of 250 
players. Each pick will cost $200,000. That's the way 
the present 10 teams of the league are dividing the 
entry fees. 


Each team is putting 25 players in the pool. 
Stated another way. each team is permitted to pro­ 
tect 15 players on its 40 man roster. It is a much 
more equitable arrangement than the deal given the 
Mets and Astros in the 1962 expansion. 


Chub Feeney of the Giants and Lee MacPhail of 
the Yankees worked out details of the new expansion. 
They d id a good job of it. too. In 1962 the Mets and 
Astros were given the pick of culls. 


Ten Top-Flight Players 


This time each expansion team definitely will get 
10 top flight players in first round choices. After first 
round picks, the established clubs will be permitted 
to recall three additional players from the pool. After 
the second round, they will recall three more, and 
so on. 


In addition to picking from the pool, the ex­ 
pansion clubs may dip into the farm clubs of the es­ 
tablished teams for hidden talent. But in these days 
of common drafts and intensified scouting, it is almost 
impossible to hide a sleeper. 


“Those expansion teams are going to get some 
awfully good men,” said Herman Franks. “It just 
isn’t going to be possible for any club to protect all 
the men they’d like to.”

Marin Lacks Control 
Over Tidelands Acreage 


Sometime 
next 
year, 
the 
Bay 
Conservation and Development Com­ 
mission will go out of existence. With 
it will vanish the “ freeze" on develop­ 
ment of miles upon miles of privately 
owned submerged lands on the bay's 
periphery. 
A bill now in the Assembly would 
extend the controls to 90 days beyond 
the 
adjournment 
of 
next 
year's 
legislative session. Whether there will 
be any controls on filling and develop­ 
ment of these privately owned sub­ 
merged lands beyond that date will 
likely be fought out in next year's 
legislative session. 
Powerful interests - 
the owners ot 
the land — would like to weaken or 
eliminate the controls. Other powerful 
interests 
allied in the name of con­ 
servation 
would like to prevent all 
development along the muddy and 
often-polluted shores of San Francisco 
Bay. Working out an acceptable com­ 
promise promises to be far from an 
easy task, and there is at least the 
possibility that next year's Legislature 
may adjourn with the job undone. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Marin County 
and its cities that front on the bav have 
done nothing to establish control over 
these lands in the event the legislature 
fails to act. 
Marin County has adopted a series 
ot general phns and master plans for 
areas fronting the bay: on the Tiburon 
Peninsula, in Santa Venetia, and in 
North Marin. None of them, however, 
includes any zoning or restriction ot 
any kind on the submerged lands. 
The nearest thing to county action 
to control these lands is a bit of wishful 
thinking in the county parks and 
recreation master plan. It suggests 
that offshore lands from China Camp 
north to the mouth of the Petaluma 
River should be a wildlife preserve. 
Since the county owns virtually 
none of the acreage in question, the

proposal th ‘ it all be made a wildlife 
preserve lias at least a tinge of unreali­ 
ty - the more so because most of the 
publicly owned submerged land in the 
stretch is part of Hamilton Air Force 
Base. 
There has been one attempt to con­ 
trol the future development of private­ 
ly owned lands along Marin bay front­ 
age. But that attempt was abandoned 
because of the attacks launched upon 
it in the name of conservation. 


THE 
SAN 
RAFAEL 
GENERAL 
Plan prepared by Daniel P. Coleman 
and William T. Spangle and presented 
to the city in 1963 showed proposed 
zoning for all the submerged lands 
within the San Rafael planning area. It 
proposed a new highway along the 
waterfront, running out over the bay 
across the mouth of Gallinas Bay. This, 
incidentally, could have provided a 
link for extension of Highway 17 that 
would have by-passed the Ross Valley 
for connection to Point Reyes National 
Seashore. 
It 
showed 
uses 
including 
com­ 
mercial recreation, apartments, and 
parks 
and 
recreation 
along 
the 
waterfront on what are now tidelands. 
A “ water park" would be created in 
Gallinas Bay. A minimum of 25 per 
cent of all tideland areas would be left 
in open water. Development of the re­ 
mainder would make much more of 
the bay frontage accessible to the 
public. 
Coleman 
and 
Spanglers 
p l a n 
brought an outcry (politically inspired! 
that "San Rafael is planning to fill the 
bay." The protests were so voluble and 
bitter that the city council abandoned 
all mention of the submerged lands in 
the general plan. 
The result is that in San Rafael, as in 
the unincorporated areas, there will be 
no control over development of the 
bay tidelands unless the Legislature 
arts brt'or* t V PCDC controls expire.

College Of Marin Provides 


Kinescope Of Campus Activists 


A 
sample 
of the 
revolu­ 
tionary mood prevalent not 
only on American college cam­ 
puses but throughout the world 
can be seen here in Marin — 
and on a small enough scale to 
be easy to observe. 


To find out what's on the 
minds of students these days, 
one only has to make a noon­ 
time visit to College of Marin. 
On any school day during the 
lunch hour, there is gathered 
in the Student Union a milling 
throng 
representing 
all 
the 
kinds of kids and non-kids who 
attend college today. 
There are the f o o t b a l l 
players 
an d 
mini-skirted 
coeds: there are doll-like girls 
in student nurses' uniforms: 
there are scholars who stake 
out tables and never look up 
from 
their books, 
and. 
in­ 
evitably. there are the student 
activists. 


Although the athletes, cute 
coeds, 
scholars 
and 
nurses 
don't seem to be paying much 
attention to the bearded, long­ 
haired, hippie-dressed campus 
radicals, there does seem to be 
an acceptance of them. 
Judging from the College of 
Marin, the number of students 
who 
are 
joining 
in 
either 
violent or non-violent protests 
against the "establishment" is 
not 
large. 
Their 
influence, 
however, 
seems 
to 
be 
the 
prevailing force on the cam­ 
pus. 


THE COLLEGE of Marin 
activists at the moment have 
three main causes. First is 
"student 
power," 
and 
the 
opening round in this battle 
goes to the activists. 
A group called Students for 
Academic Freedom was suc­ 
cessful last month in electing 


many of its candidates for stu­ 
dent body offices. 
Whether or not it is able to 
take over completely student 
government will depend, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
c o l l e g e 
newspaper, on whether the stu­ 
dent constitution is changed so 
that the head yell and song 
leaders no longer have a vote 
on the executive council. 
Since what the college paper 
calls "old style student govern­ 
ment people" were elected to 
these posts, the SAF would like 
to have their votes eliminated. 
The main aims of the SAF, 
according 
to 
its 
campaign 
literature, is for students to 
have a "real voice" in such 
matters as curriculum plan­ 
ning, library book selection 
and revamping of the counsel­ 
ing system. 
Second in the current preoc­ 
cupations of the college ac­ 
tivists is "black pow'er." Again 
the 
students 
have 
b e e n 
remarkably successful so far. 
Demands that a ‘‘black cur­ 
riculum" be presented at the 
college have been listened to 
by 
the 
t r u s t e e s , 
and 
preliminary plans for such a 
program are being made. 


THE COALITION of black 
and 
white 
student 
radicals 
seems to be a precarious one. 
however, 
and some of the 
white activists are a little 
nervous about the militancy of 
the black students, which is 
often directed against whites 
who consider t h e m s e l v e s 
friends of the blacks. 
The use of "bad language" 
by black leaders at students 
rallies brought a rash of pro­ 
tests. and a threat in the col­ 
lege paper by a Negro student, 
that "it's the gun because 


black people have been the vic­ 
tims of Americanism for too 
long now," was pretty strong 
for some of the white leaders. 
Although 
"student 
power" 
and “ black power" have been 
the main interests of student 
radicals this spring, they have 
not forgotten their first cause, j 
protest against the war in Viet­ 
nam. 
A 
group 
called 
Students 
Against War is still active, and 
anti-war and anti-draft sen­ 
timents are often intermingled 
with other proposals in student 
speeches. 
Since examinations are at j 
hand at the college and school 
is almost over for the year ex­ 
cept for summer classes, we 
may have to wait until next 
fall to see what’s coming next 
in the campus revolution.

THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS 
Teachers Seek Protection 
In 'Blackboard Jungles7

A high school in a California 
district that has received state 
and national acclaim for its 
complete intergration program 
has 
been 
described 
as 
a 
"blackboard jungle" by some 
of its teachers. 
The school is Berkeley High 
School. 
Although 
Supt. 
Neil 
V . 
Sullivan and Principal Emery 
Curtice 
d i s c o u n t e d 
the 
seriousness of the situation in 
reports to the Berkeley Board 
of Education at its final May 
meeting, the C a l i f o r n i a 
Teachers’ A s s o c i a t i o n has 
warned 
it 
will 
“ take 
ap­ 
propriate action" unless steps 
are taken to protect Berkeley 
teachers. 
Special officers already have 
been hired for campus patrol 
as result of the warning, which 
followed a survey by the CTA 
at 
request 
of its 
Berkeley 
chapter. 


WHAT 
THE 
S I R V E Y 
disclosed was reported con­ 
fidentially to school board and 
superintendent under the title, 
"Verbal and Physical Abuse of 
Teachers During Hall Duty at 
Berkeley High School.’’ Por­ 
tions of the report were later 
made public. 
CTA polled Berkeley High 
faculty members on whether 
they 
were 
s u b j e c t 
to 
unreasonable 
verbal 
an d 
physical abuse while on hall 
duty. Of 69 responding, 56 said 
they were, six gave qualified 
answers, only seven replied 
"no," 
Thirty-seven of the teachers 
advocated hiring o u t s i d e 
personnel for hall and campus 
patrol. 
Most 
s u g g e s t e d 
plainclothes 
policemen. 
One 
wrote: 
"The 
administration 
should hire as many Marines 
as can be made available. 
They should be well trained in 
judo, karate, and gung ho." 
Here 
are 
some 
of 
the 
teachers’ responses, as quoted 
in the confidential report: 


•*I CARRY a police whistle 
on my keys now . . , I am not 
the only one that has a whistle 
or alarm protection." 
"There 
are 
certain 
hall 
areas where no woman teacher 
had better walk alone. ’ 
"It is impossible to try to de­ 
tain students for disciplinary 
action, as one is taking his lile 
in jeopardy." 
"There have been threats to 
kill rne if I did not go easy on 
my grading . . The ha1! duties 


have consisted of threats to kill 
me at any time." 
There were r e c u r r e n t 
references 
to 
‘ ‘ h i p p i e 
teachers" 
"over-permissive 
teachers." 
and 
"New 
Left 
activists" among the faculty 
who 
"encourage 
s t u d e n t ! 
rebellion" and "do everything; 
they can to undermine and 
discredit the police." 
There were complaints also i 
of lack of adminisraive back­ 
ing in disciplinary action. One 
teacher wrote: 
‘ ‘ T h e ad- j 
ministration is afraid . . . to 
take a firm stand when the 
superintendent of schools is 
for total freedom wtihout re­ 
sponsibility"

Oakland, where there have 
been complaints of failure to 
integrate schools. The CTA and 
its parent organization, the Na­ 
tional Education Association. .

teachers may refuse to report 
for work next September if 
corrective steps are not taken,

joint 
NEA-CTA 
survey 
committee 
reported 
s o me ; 
Oakland 
teachers 
demanded

unruly 
students without fear of ad­ 
ministration reprisal. More, it 
said, felt the situation might be 
corrected 
by 
i m p r o v e d 
counseling, 
c u r r i c u l u m 
changes, smaller classes, and 
“ 
g r e a t e r c o m m u n i t y 
understanding 
and 
financial 
support." 
The 
committee 
said 
the 
Oakland administration listed 
30 actual assaults on teachers 
in only part of a year. "Vic­ 
tims had frightening memories 
oi violence, and many teachers 
expressed fear of violence,” it 
related. 
One principal was quoted as 
saying the situation is worse in 
“ the 
hills” 
where 
w h i t e 
students predominate than in 
the schools that are 75 per cent 
Negro. Another principal, with

designed for 1,200, said he felt 
he was "sitting on a keg of 
dynamite."
